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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


In association with the March 1984 labour force 
survey conducted throughout Australia, persons were 
asked whether they were born in Australia, and if not, 
whether they arrived after 1960 aged 18 and over. These 
persons were then asked about members of their family 
who arrived in Australia with them, family already in 
Australia, country of last residence and State in which 
first settled. 


2. During the two weeks beginning Monday 12 
March 1984 specially trained interviewers asked the 
questions of those of the 72,000 respondents in the 
March labour force survey who fell within the scope of 
this survey. : 


3. A preliminary publication containing a summary 
of the survey results was issued on 8 August 1984 
(6249.0). 


Scope 


4. This supplementary survey to the labour force 
survey included all civilians aged fifteen and over except: 


(a) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations; 


(b) overseas residents in Australia; 


(c) dependants of non-Australian defence forces 
personnel stationed in Australia; 


(d) boarding school pupils, some patients in hospitals 
and sanatoria and inmates of reformatories, 
jails, etc. 


Definitions 


5. Definitions of the principal labour force categories 
appearing in this publication are given in The Labour 
Force, Australia (6203.0). 


6. A migrant is a person who was not born in 
Australia and who was a permanent resident of Australia 
at the time of the survey. A migrant could be sponsored 
to come to Australia or arrive unsponsored. 


7. Migrants who were sponsored include those who 
had family already in Australia who filled out papers for 
that person to come to Australia. These people are 
considered to have come to Australia under the Family 
Reunion criteria. Others who were sponsored had an 
employer or some other person or organisation, other 
than the Australian Government, fill out papers for that 
person to come to Australia. 


8. Migrants who were unsponsored include those 
who came to Australia under special eligibility criteria. 
This category includes persons who came to Australia as 


migrants who did not require a visa, or who had some 
entitlement to come to Australia such as New Zealanders. 
Refugees were regarded as unsponsored and include any 
person who came to Australia under a refugee program. 
Other persons who were unsponsored include: persons 
who applied in their own country to come to Australia; 
Australians born overseas; persons who came to Aus- 
tralia on a temporary visa, on a working holiday, as a 
student, etc., and had since gained permanent residence. 


9. If a wife arrived in Australia with her husband or 
within 12 months then the wife was considered to be a 
wife accompanying husband. 


10. Country of last residence is the country in which 
that person stated he/she last lived. 


11. State in which first settled is the state in which that 
person first lived for 12 months or more. 


12. State lived in before settling is the state in which 
that person lived just before moving to State in which 
first settled. 


13. For Country of Birth and Country of Last 
Residence, Africa includes: Egypt, Kenya, Mauritius, 
South Africa, Uganda, Zimbabwe, etc.; America includes: 
Argentina, Canada, Chile, Mexico, United States of 
America, Uruguay, etc.; Asia includes: Cambodia, 
China, Cyprus, Hong Kong, India, Indonesia, Iran, 
Israel, Japan, Jordan, Kuwait, Lebanon, Malaysia, 
Philippines, Saudi Arabia, Singapore, Sri Lanka, Syria, 
Taiwan, Turkey, Vietnam, etc.; Europe includes: 
Czechoslovakia, France, Germany, Greece, Italy, Malta, 
Netherlands, Poland, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, U.K. 
and Ireland, Ukraine, USSR, Yugoslavia, etc.; Oceania 
includes: Fiji, New Caledonia, New Zealand, Papua 
New Guinea, etc. 


14. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced 
in this publication are as at the survey week. 


Population Benchmarks 


15. Following the change in official population estimates 
to a place of usual residence basis after the 1981 Census, 
the population benchmarks used in this survey are 
compiled according to place of usual residence. For an 
explanation of the new conceptual basis of population 
estimates see The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


Reliability of the estimates 


16. Estimates in this publication are subject to two 
sources of error: 


(a) Sampling error: Since the estimates are based 
on information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings they are subject to sampling 
variability; that is they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced if all 
dwellings has been included in the survey. More 
information about this topic is given in the 
Technical Note. 


(b) Non-sampling error: Inaccuracies may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents and errors made in the 
coding and processing of data. These in- 
accuracies may occur in any enumeration, 
whether it be a full count or a sample. Every 
effort is made to reduce the non-sampling error 
to a minimum by careful design of question- 
naires, intensive training and supervision of 
interviewers and efficient operating procedures.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


In March 1984 there were 1,277,700 migrants in Australia who arrived after 1960 aged 18 and over. These migrants 
represented 11.1 per cent of the non-institutionalised civilian population aged 15 and over at March 1984 and 43.6 per 
cent of all persons born outside Australia. The migrants arrived under various migration categories—24.8 per cent 
were sponsored, 44.6 per cent were unsponsored and 30.6 per cent were wives accompanying their husbands. 45,700 
(3.6 per cent) of these migrants were born in Africa, 50,200 (3.9 per cent) in America, 242,900 (19.0 per cent) in Asia, 
822,700 (64.4 per cent) in Europe and 116,200 (9.1 per cent) were born in Oceanic countries (predominantly New 
Zealand). Of these migrants 558,000 arrived during the decade 1961 to 1970, 511,100 arrived during the decade 1971 to 
1980 and 208,600 arrived during the most recent period—1981 to March 1984. 434,700 (34.0 per cent) were aged 18 to 
24 on arrival, 475,000 (37.2 per cent) were aged 25 to 34, 219,600 (17.2 per cent) were in the age group 35 to 44, 78,600 
(6.2 per cent) were aged 45 to 54 and 69,800 (5.5 per cent) were 55 years or over on arrival. 


Of the migrants who were sponsored, most (63.3 per cent) were sponsored by family already in Australia.

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Most of these migrants who arrived in the period 1961 to 1970 (82.9 per cent) last resided in European countries, 
while only 7.2 per cent and 4.2 per cent last resided in Asian and Oceanic countries respectively. In contrast, of those 
migrants who arrived in the period 1971 to 1980, only 47.7 per cent reported a European country as their country of 
last residence. The proportion of migrants who reported an Asian country (24.8 per cent) or an Oceanic country (14.8 
per cent) as their country of last residence increased in that decade. The early 1980’s have shown a further but smaller 
decrease in the proportion of migrants who last resided in Europe, along with small increases in the proportions who 
last resided in Asia and Oceania. Of those who last resided in Asia, the proportion who were refugees increased from 
18.0 per cent in the period 1971 to 1980 to 36.7 per cent in the more recent period.

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The preportion of migrants who were employed varied between the different countries of birth. Migrants who were 
born in American and Oceanic countries had the highest proportions of persons who were employed (69.5 per cent and 
71.5 per cent respectively) while migrants born in Asian countries had the lowest (54.9 per cent). The proportion of 
migrants who were unemployed was highest amongst those who were born in Asian countries (13.3 per cent).

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The unemployment rate amongst these migrants (11.9 per cent) was higher than the unemployment rate of the entire 
civilian population aged [5 and over (9.7 per cent). The participation rate of these migrants was also higher than that 
of the entire civilian population aged 15 and over (70.3. per cent and 61.5 per cent respectively). 


Labour force participation rates varied amongst the different migration categories. The lowest participation rate 
(52.4 per cent) was experienced by women who had accompanied their husbands to Australia. Migrants who had been 
sponsored to come to Australia by family had a participation rate of 63.7 per cent, which is slightly higher than the 
participation rate of the entire civilian population. Not surprisingly, a high participation rate (91.0 per cent) was 
experienced by migrants who had been sponsored by an employer. Unemployment rates also varied amongst the 
different migration categories, with refugees having the highest (27.4 per cent).

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The labour force status in March 1984 of those migrants who arrived in Australia aged 18 to 24 was similar to that of 
those who arrived aged 25 to 34. For migrants who arrived aged 25 and over, the proportion who were employed at 
March 1984 decreased as age on arrival increased. There was a corresponding increase in the proportion who were not 
in the labour force as age on arrival increased. For migrants who arrived aged less than 55, the proportion who were 
unemployed varied little across the age on arrival groups.

TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 


The estimates are derived from the population survey 
by use of a ratio estimation procedure, which ensures that 
the estimates conform to an independently estimated 
distribution of the population for each capital city and 
remainder of State by age and sex, rather than to the 
corresponding distribution within the sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


2. Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability: that 1s, 
they may differ from the figures that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the standard 
error, which indicates the extent to which an estimate might 
have varied by chance because only a sample of dwellings 
was included. There are about two chances in three that a 
sample estimate will differ by less than one standard error 
from the figure that would have been obtained if all 
dwellings had been included, and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the difference will be less than two standard 
errors. Another measure of the likely difference is the 
relative standard error, which is obtained by expressing the 
standard error as a percentage of the estimate. 


3. Space does not allow for the separate indication of the 
standard errors of all estimates in this publication. A table 
of standard errors for general application is given on the 
following page. Since they are averages based on 
calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a 
wide range of labour force characteristics these figures will 
not give a precise measure of the standard error of a 
particular estimate but they will provide an indication of its 
magnitude. 


4. Anexample of the calculation and the use of standard 
errors in relation to estimates of persons is as follows. Table 
23 on the previous page shows the estimated number of 
migrants who arrived in Australia after 1960 aged 18 and 
over whose country of last residence was America was 
61,200. Since this estimate is between 50,000 and 100,000 
the standard error for Australia will be between 2,900 and 
3,900 in the standard error table and can be approximated 
as 3,100 (rounded to the nearest 100). Therefore, there are 
about two chances in three that the value that would have 
been produced if all dwellings had been included in the 
survey will fall in the range 58,100 to 64,300 and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that the value will fall within the 
range 55,000 to 67,400. This example is illustrated in the 
following diagram.

5. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate the higher is the relative standard error. 
Very small estimates are thus subject to such high standard 
errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to detract 
seriously from their value for most reasonable uses. In the 
tables in this publication, estimates less than the lowest 
levels shown in the standard error table have not been 
published. Although figures for these small components can 
in some cases be derived by subtraction, they should not be 
regarded as reliable. 


6. Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of 
two estimates are also subject to sampling errors. The size of 
the error depends on the accuracy of both the numerator 
and the denominator. The formula for the relative standard 
error (RSE) of a proportion is given below: 


RSE (x/y) = V[RSE (x)P — [RSE (y)P 


7. Considering the example from paragraph 4 above, of 
the 61,200 migrants whose country of last residence was 
America 29,100 or 47.5 per cent were females. The standard 
error of 29,100 is approximately 2,300 so the relative 
standard error is 7.9 per cent. The relative standard error for 
61,200 is 5.1 per cent. Applying the above formula, the 


relative standard error of the proportion is \/(7.9)? - (5.1)? 
or 6.0 per cent, giving a standard error for the proportion 
(47.5 per cent) of 2.9 percentage points. Therefore, there are 
about two chances in three that the proportion of migrants 
who were females and whose country of last residence was 
America was between 44.6 per cent and 50.4 per cent and 
nineteen chances in twenty that the proportion was within 
the range 41.7 per cent to 53.3 per cent. 


8. Published figures may also be used to estimate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such a figure is itself an estimate and is 
therefore subject to sampling error. The sampling error of 
the difference between two estimates depends on their 
standard errors and the relationship (correlation) between 
them. An approximate standard error (SE) of the difference 
between two estimates (x-y) may be calculated by the 
following formula: 


SE (x-y) = V[SE (x)P + [SE (y)P 


While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics or sub- 
populations it is expected to provide a good approximation 
for all differences likely to be of interest in this publication. 


9. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors 
made in the coding and processing of data. Inaccuracies of 
this kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full count or 
only a sample.
